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PREFACE 


A DEMAND for a book which is easy enough for the little 
ones who are beginning to learn to read, and which, at the 
same time, contains an abundance of reading matter, so that 
they may have the practice which leads to perfection, has led 
to the preparation of “The Child Life Primer.” 

The vocabulary is limited to the words and phrases which 
the child uses in conversation, and the average number of new 
words in a lesson is less than three. These words are repeated 
again and again, so that he may become familiar with their 
printed form. 

The lesson, so far as possible with the limited vocabulary, 
tells a story which appeals to childish interests and experi¬ 
ences, and the monotony of reading the necessarily short sen¬ 
tences is obviated by the conversational style, which requires 
variety in intonation and expression. 

The children will need no introduction to the colored pic¬ 
tures, and the stories which they tell so plainly furnish a basis 
for many interesting language lessons.
